len gth o n ce befo re Mr. Blo dgett again 
go es o v er the gro u n d in mu ch detail. 
Acco rdin g to him a co p y o f the re­ 
p o rt o f the field ex amin ers will so o n 
be in the han ds o f the atto rn ey gen er­ 
al, who he say s will sen d a co p y to 
the p ro secu to r, who will see whether 
o r n o t there is an y thin g that n eeds 
in v estigatin g. Mr. Blo dgett in timates 
—an d Mr. Blo dgett o ften in timates— 
that this case 
will be the 
o p en in g 
wedge fo r a n u mber o f o ther disco v ­ 
eries altho u gh he do es n o t say ju st 
ho w this will hap p en . 
Mr. Cro sby , 
fo rm er 
tru stee o f 
Ru shv ille to wn ship , it will be remem­ 
bered, was charged with so methin g 
lik e $8 ,000 by the 
field 
ex amin ers. 
Practically all o f it seems to be o n 
techn icalities in v o lv in g the co n stru c­ 
tio n o f the law. A fter the rep o rt was 
p u blished Mr. Cro sby made a rather 
co mp lete ex p lan atio n an d said that he 
had ask ed the ex amin ers fo r p ermis­ 
sio n to mak e the same ex p lan atio n s 
to them, bu t that it had been refu sed. 
So me o f the testimo n y by lo cal cit­ 
izen s befo re the two field ex amin ers 
is p u blished in Mr. Blo dgett’s article 
an d the article fu rther giv es the v ar­ 
io u s acco u n ts in which it is alleged 
that Mr. Cro sby to o k ex cess credit. 
That there are mistak es in the re­ 
p o rt (i i the field ex amin ers is ev iden t 
fro m o n e statemen t which is n tcju lc in 
the Bo dgett article. 
The rep o rt is 
q u o ted as say in g “We fin d the fo llo w­ 
in g su ms, fo r which tru stee has tak en 
credit o n cadi bo o k an d rep o rt en ­ 
tries, are in ex cess o f p ay men ts as 
sho wn by check s an d items which 
p ay ees u n der o ath state are in ex ­ 
cess o f actu al p ay men ts.” 
Tn this 
list is the Rep u blican Prin tin g Co . 
No member o r rep resen tativ e o f the 
Rep u blican ev er ap p eared befo re the 
field ex amin ers to testify . 
The al­ 
leged discrep an cy in this case is o n ly 
ten cen ts, bu t if the rep o rt is as u n ­ 
u n reliable in o ther resp ects as in this 
it may be that a fu rther in v estigatio n 
wo u ld in deed brin g o u t so me in terest­ 
in g facts. 
At an y rate if the 
article 
sets 
fo rth the facts abo u t the p ro ceedin gs 
in the fu tu re the case will so o n co me 
to a head an d Mr. Cro sby will be al­ 
lo wed to mak e an ex p lan atio n which 
it is tho u ght will p u t an alto gether 
differen t co lo r o n the rep o rt o f the 
ex amin ers.

There 
is q u ite an amo u n t o f timo thy an d 
so me clo v er o n the gro u n d that has 
lain thro u gho u t all the rain an d it is 
q u ite do u btfu l whether this p art o f 
the cro p w’ill ev er mak e a feedin g hay . 
Ho wev er we fin d that the co m has 
deriv ed p ractically as mu ch 
if 
n o t 
mo re go o d than harm, that the wheat 
cro p has n o t been in ju red 
to 
an y 
great ex ten t as y et, 
an d 
that 
the 
greatest damage has been in the hay 
harv est, y et it will be far fro m a co m­ 
p lete failu re. 
The rain s o f the last 
few day s hav e been K>cal rain s to a 
great ex ten t altho u gh rep o rts sho w 
that n early all the State has go tten 
rain o n e o r mo re times within the last 
fiv e day s.

Little Known Facts 
About Month of J uly 


It Was Named for J uluis Caesar and Was Once Fifth 
Month in the Year—Regarded With 
Superstition by Romans 


J uly was originally the fifth month 
of the old Roman 
year 
and 
was 
thence denominated Quintilis. In the 
Alban calendar, it has a complement 
of 36 days. 
Romulus reduced it to 
31 days and Numa to 30 days, at 
which it stood for centuries. 
This 
month, which chanced to be the na­ 
tal month of the great J ulius Caesar, 
who reformed the almanac, was after 
his death named J uly in his honor by 
Mark Anthony. “ This month,” as an 
old chronicle says, “ was selected for 
his honarv distinction, when the sun 
was generally most potent, the more 
effectually to denote that J ulius was 
the enq>eror of the world, and there­ 
fore the appropriate leader of one- 
half of the year.” J uly was called the 
“ hay month” by the Saxons because 
with them it was the time of the hay 
'r’rvest. 
They also called it mead­ 
ow m< nth, the meadows then being 
in bloom. 
Of course, in speaking of the heat 
of this month the northern hemis­ 
phere on*y is taken into considera­ 
tion, the zones of temperature south 
of the equator being unknown to the 


ancients. 
In the 
northern hemis­ 


phere, J uly is rated as the warmest 


¿ 1 


month of the year, though the sun 
has then begun his southern march 
from the tropic of Cancer. 
The heat of this month led to a 
superstition 
among 
the 
Romans. 
They conceived that this warmth and 
the disease and other calamities fol­ 
lowing from it were somehow con­ 
nected with the rising and setting of 
the star Canicula, the 
Little 
Dog 
star, in coincidence with 
the 
sun. 
ifciey acordingly conferred the name 
of “ dog days” on the period between 
the 3d of J uly and the 11th of Au­ 
gust. 
The baselessness of this su­ 
perstition has been shown for Cani­ 
cula does not now rise in coinci­ 
dence with the sun till the latter part 
of August, while the days between 
J uly 3 and August 11 are what the^ 
have ever been. 
Astronomers re­ 
mark that the rising of Canicula is 
getting later and later in all latitu­ 
des, and if the old superstition is to 
be retained the Dog Star may in time 
come to be charged 
with 
bringing 
frost and snow. Yet the “ dog days’ 
continue to be a 
popular 
phrase 
probably with a lingering regard for 
the old notion as much as from a 
consideration of the effect of ex­ 
treme heat upon dog flesh and blood

Monthly—heretofore by writers wh 
are not newspaper men, says the In­ 
dianapolis Star. 
Like all practical men in the b u s i ­ 
ness of newspaper making, Mr. Wat­ 
terson disagrees with the idea a d -1 
vanced by Prof. Ross, one of the 
writers in question, and entertained 
by many theorists, that the endow­ 
ment of a newspaper would solv^ the 
vexing problems of the press. 
He 
believes that such a 
paper 
would 
have to be run much as a well con­ 
ducted paper 
is now 
operated. It 
would not alter the prevailing notion 
of what constitutes news, and would 
have to give the news or have n o 
readers. 
Like other papers, too, it 
would, on occasion, find it necessary 
to perform the act which Prof Ross 
finds such a sin in the pre*s, name­ 
ly, to suppress news; a« , for exam­ 
ple, facts which, if published, would 
create or increase a financial pan’»*, 
and so injure the community. 
He 
quotes a fellow editor 
as 
saying: 
“ There is no question that to the wil­ 
ful efforts of the newspapers as a 
body to allay public fear and 10 re- 
tore business confidence is tc be 
credited the short duration and com­ 
parative mildness of the last finan­ 
cial disaster.”

He sees no rea­ 
son why this directing head should 
not also control the business end of 
the paper. 
“ Disinterestedness, 
ui<4 
selfish devotion to the public inter­ 
est,” he says, “ is the soul of true 
journalism as of true statesmanship: 
and this is as likely to proceed from 
the counting room as from the edi­ 
torial room; only, the b u sin e s s man­ 
ager must be a journalist.” 
The day of personal journalism Is 
over, declares Mr. Watterson, in the 
sense of one man dominating his pa­ 
per that it seems to exist mainly J o 
glorify him. 
There will never again 
be a Greeley, a Raymond or a Dana 
playing the role of “ star” and per­ 
sonally exploited by their papers. 
It 
is the day of impersonal journalism, 
he says. 
While this is 
true in 
a 
sense, there is no reason why nnfn 
may not again dominate and be the 
central figures of their respective pa­ 
pers; 
no reason why 
editors 
of 
strong individuality should not force 
themselves on public attention as in­ 
dividuals, rather than as impersonal 
influences behind 
the 
scenes. 
Watterson is himself a notable illus­ 
tration in this line. 
His paper is not 
made subordinate to him, as wa 
done for the editors in 
the

cases mentioned, but he is the dis­ 
tinctive force on it, and is recognized 
as an individual, not an impersoua 
force.

The railroad Commissioners of In­ 
diana on account of agitation over the 
State regarding the new freight tariffs 
filed recently and the general unset­ 
tled condition of the rate question, 
decided to probe the cla ss rate quest­ 
ion thoroughly «i-s it affects Indiana. 
The commission will revive an inquiry 
concerning class rates begun in 1907. 
In a ruling handed down May 25, 
1908, the commission made no order 
concerning class rdtes, but retained 
jurisdiction in the case, thus permit­ 
ting the inquiry to be resumed at any 
time. The various railway companies 
handling freight to or from Indianap­ 
olis were notified that the commis­ 
sion will have a hearing in the class 
rate inquiry J uly 8th. 
The task of investigating the rates 
is an arduous one, as more than 250 
different schedules, 
most of 
them 
containing thousands of items, have 
been filed within the last two weeks. 
The inquiry will include an investiga­ 
tion of the'following questions: 
(1) 
Are the class rates from Indianapolis 
to points in this 
State and 
from 
points in this State to Indianapolis 
excessive? 
(2) Do such rates un­ 
justly discriminate against 
persons 
or localities? 
(3) Do 
such 
rates 
need revision and modification? 
(4) 
Are such rates in all cases where the 
traffic is competitive now relatively 
fair and indiseriminative when con­ 
sidered in connection with rates on 
classified traffic from points without 
the State of Indiana to points within 
the State, and are such rates rela­ 
tively fair and indiseriminative when 
compared with rates from points in 
Indiana to points without the State? 
(5) Any other question collateral to 
or connected with or essential to a 
proper understanding and adjustment 
of the preceding subjects of investi­ 
gation. 
The original 
hearing in the case, 
beginning in 1907, consumed much 
time, this being one of the 
famous 
cases of Railroad Commission his­ 
tory. 
The fact that 
investigations 
showed to the commission that the 
railways were suffering considerably 
from the panic that year was the 
cause assigned in the ruling of the 
commission for not issuing an order 
at that time.

parativ e freedom from the disease, 
while in cities where water an d milk 
epidemics ex ist these epidemics may 
occu r at an y season of the y ear. The 
milk epidemic, howev er, often takes 
place du rin g the fly season becau se 
of the in fection of milk by flies at the 
farm or in the local milk depots. 
The dan g er to health is g reatest in 
parts of the city where san itary pre­ 
cau tion s are most n eg lecte*d; 
bu t 
ev en if y ou liv e in a comparativ ely 
well-cared-for part of town do n ot 
receiv e the fly in to y ou r home as a 
harmless v isitor, for he may come in 
a carriag e or on horseback from the 
filthiest spot in the city . 
Hitherto the fly ha s been reg arded 
complacen tly as a ha rmless nuisa nce 
an d con sidered to be a n a nno y ing 


creatu re with g reat persisten ce an d

o n either side, leav ing o nly the heads 
o f the po ndero us beasts ex po sed. On 
their backs are immense ho wdahs, 
desig ned after the mo st o rnamental 
o f tho se used by E ast Indian dig ni­ 
taries in the g reat durbar. 
The sty le 
o f architecture is ex tremely o riental; 
there is ex trav ag ant use o f g o ld leaf 
and jewels and the fumshing s are o f 
co stliest silks and 
satins. 
In 
the 
ho wdahs the elephant 
trainers 
are 
seated g arbed in reg al splendo r, rep­ 
resenting o riental po tentates. 
At the perfo rmance in the arenic 
display s the elephants are div ided in 
co mpanies, filing the three ring s, g iv ­ 
ing a fo rceful illustratio n o f man’s 
mastery o v er the big g est brutes o f 
the animal king do m. 
These mo dern 
masto do ns interpret intricate- drills, 
the latest terpsicho rean triumphs, in­ 
cluding the famo us Salo me ' (lance, 
fo rm mo untaino us py ramids and ele- 
hpantine tableaux , play pro v o king 
planks and in many o ther way s sho w 
asto unding ag ility and surprisng sa­ 
g acity .

C eding time the elephants are so me­ 
times led to the hay pile o utside the 
tent.

picks tip a hundred po und bale and 
carrier it into the

munch the meal they hav e thus pre­ 
pared.

bers o f the co ng reg atio n, because at 
o ne serv ice sev eral left their seats 
and bo unced up and do wn as if they 
had rubber o r spring s in their sho es. 
If the jumping had 
no t been in a 
church it wo uld do ubtless hav e been 
called dancing , beeause 
the music 
kept g o ing co nstantly and the sho uts 
o f tho se who were in a relig io us fev er 
ming led with the twang o f the banjo 
string s.

“bread breaking .”
